Mr. Charles Woodsworth, Editor of the Ottowa 
Citizen, spoke to the delegates of the Canadian 
University Press about his impressions of Asia, 
where he had just spent several weeks. The pic- 
ture he painted us was a gloomy one. The Com- 
munists, he said, are winning the propaganda 
war in Asia, 

They ore winning because they are fighting 
for the allegiance of the literate minority, and 
their propaganda is therefore designed for think- 
ing human beings. They ore winning because they 
are deliberately selecting the material that is to 
be distributed in Asia to represent the Commu- 
nist way of life. They are winning because they 
think it's worth the money and the effort to do 
so. 

Our own activities present a shobby contrast. 
We have mode the mistake of ignoring the edu- 
cated Asians. We hove been guided by the fact 
that only about 10% of the Asian people can 
read and write, forgetting that even 10% amounts 
to many millions in the most densely populated 
area of the world. Hence our conscious propa- 
gondo, Mr. Woodsworth notes, is cheap, slick and 
obvious, designed for the illiterate moss. It does 
not compare well to the Russian product in the 
eyes of intelligent readers. 

The unconscious propaganda of the West is 
perhaps even more unfortunate. Our chief am- 
bassadors, Mr. Woodsworth points out, are Time 
and Life magazines (wrfiose arch-Republican bias 
on far-eastern affairs is well known to us, if not 
to Asians) and cheap Hollywood movies. 

These lost ore apparently quite popular 
among Asian audiences, and they certainly don't 
do us any good. Every time the w^iite hero mono-

ges by his own courage ond initiative to foil the 
diabolical plans of the yellow villains, onother 
enemy is mode for the West; another Asian is 
rendered more receptive to the appeal of Com- 
munism. 

Since the United States is the chief prota- 
gonist for the West, much of the blame for our 
'inadequacy foils justly on her shoulders. But 
not all of it, by any means. Canada has no reason 
to be smug, for there is much we could be doing 
thot we are not. 

Russia is supporting hundreds of Asion under- 
graduate students at Soviet universities; Canada 
boasts only three. There are, it is true, students 
in Canada under the Columbo Plan, but these are 
post-graduates who are studying specific tech- 
nicol and scientific subjects. To the Asian stu- 
dent who wants a non-technical education and a 
chance to see whot the West is really like, we 
offer very little. 

We content ourselves instead with a miserly 
contribution to the Columbo Plon — increased 
this year by $1,000,000. We are not giving Asia 
what she needs, for she needs more than we can 
give. We are not giving os much as we con, or 
OS much as we should.- The government has had 
surplusses in recent years which ore larger thon 
our grants to the Columbo Plan. 

If we ore to keep Asia dernocrotic, we must 
help them with more than the scraps from our 
table. Our Columbo Plon contributions must no 
longer be considered as means of helping Cana- 
dian industry; our aid to Asian students must bo 
more than a project to help get rid of o surplus. 
Canada and Canadian universities have a job to 
do. J. M. F.

Visitors to a University city will 
often wish to see the college build- 
ings, but not often do the tourist 
guide-books rate a student Union 
as an object of special interest. 

Such, however, is the case with 
the Union at Ohio SUto Univer- 
sity. In common with UcGiU, Ohio 
State at the end of the war had 
an overcrowded relic of the last 
century as the only student centre 
on campus. Today the modern four- 
miUion dollar Ohio Union is con- 
sidered the finest on the continent. 
McGill can do as well. 

Modern Use of Space 
Serving a growing student popu- 
lation, presently 20,000 in number, 
the Ohio Union is notable for the 
large numbers of people it can 
entertain in diverse ways without 
seeming crowded. This is made pos- 
sible by the modem' use of space 
inside and out The facilities fill 
most conceivable student needs and 
desires without duplicating serv- 
ices provided in other university 
buildings. 

Game Floor 

Starting at the basement level, 
we find a floor devoted to games. 
Sixteen bowling lane^ with auto- 
matic pinsetters are used for in- 
dividual games and league tour- 
neys. Bowling classes may bo elect- 
ed as part of the compulsory phy- 
sical education program for wo- 
men. This is also true of billiards, 
played in a twelve-table room. 

Also, foiind on this floor are a 
cards - chess - and - game-room, and 
tho men's nap room. This is a dim- 
ly lit sound proofed room contain- 
ing six cots for a between-lectures 
snooze. . The women's nap room is 
on another floor. 

Dining Area 

One floor up is a dining area. 
The cafeteria has three service 
lines with a capacity of 10,000 
meals a day. The food-handling 
equipment is ultra modem.- . One 
long wall is of glass looking out on 
a stretch of trees and lawns. For 
snacks there is the Tovern serving 
hamburgers, sandwiches and sodas 
in a pleasant wood-panelled room. 
The same snack-bar also serves the 
Franklin Room which takes Tavern 
overflow in the afternoons, and is 
used for banquets and informal 
dances in the evenings. 

Two ballrooms are also on this 



floor. A huge sliding door allows 
them to be used separately or to- 
gether. 

Ballrooms Used For Meetings 
There is a terrace accessible 

through French windows in fine 
weather. The ballrooms also serve 
for large meetings, and have their 
own kitchen facilities for banquets. 
Part of the running expenses of 
the union are met by renting the 
ballrooms to organizations a few 
evenings a week. These are mostly 
of groups of visitors to the univer- 
sity such as conventions and meet- 
ings sponsored by the engineering, 
agricultural and other faculties.

England — The Minister of 
Education of the United Kingdom 
has announced that thirty State 
scholarships will be offered in 1955 
to men and women over tho age of 
26. These are intended to make a 
university education avaitablo to 
students who were unable to obtain 
it at the normal age, but who have 
shown that they are likely to pro- 
fit from it 

• 

Finland — The Finnish students 
will sponsor another large lottery 
in the near future. Since 1049, 
when such a lottery was hdd for 
the first time, the Finnish students 
have gained an income of about 60 
million Finmarks (alraut $270,000). 
Most of the money has been used 
for construction of student dormi- 
tories.

East Germany — Diploma theses 
in Russian 'will have to be turned 
in by students at East German 
universities soon; a regulation to 
this effect will go into force next 
spring. In order to deter attempts 
at cheating, an oral defence of the 
work in Russian and Geraian vrill 
also be required. 

• 

Itoly — After four years of 
effort, students at the University 
of Turin have succeeded in obtain- 
ing a 30% reduction iiv tickets for 
busses and streetcars. In addition, 
students are given a 40% reduc- 
tion in theatre tickets for all per- 
formances except premieres.

DAILY PLACES 
SECOND FOR 
BRACKEN TROPHY 



The Daily came home without 
trophies from the 1954 Conference 
of the Canadian University Press, 
but placed second in the competi- 
tion for tho Bracken Trophy, given 
for the best editorial writinpr in 
Canadian college newspapers. 

Lc Carabin, of Loval University, 
won tho Bracken Trophy for the 
second consecutive year, while the 
student paper at tlie University of 
Toronto — The Varsity — was 
awarded tho Southam Trophy for 
general excellence. The Daily tied 
for fourth place in the Southam 
Trophy competition which includes 
all collcKe papers publishing more 
frequently than once a week. 
The CUP Conference, held this 
4 ) year in Ottawa, is an annual meet- 
ing of college editors to discuss 
mutual problems, policy, and CUP 
organization. 

Vetoed 

This year's Conference turned 
down the application for member- 
ship In tho CUP submitted by The 
Ryersonian — student paper of 
the Ryerson Institute of Techno- 
logy. Their admission was vetoed 
on the grounds that Ryerson is not 
a degree - granting institution, so 
that Tho Ryersonian is not a Uni- 
versity newspaper as defined In the 
Constitution. 

Too Professional 
The objection was also raised 
that The Ryersonian, as an adjunct 
of a school of journalism, was "too 
professional". It was also noted 
that control of Tho Ryersonian by 
the teaching staff prevented it 
from fulfilling some of the basic 
functions of a college paper. 
^ Tho National Federation of 
Canadian University Students 
came under fire, as the CUP pass- 
ed a motion deploring "the Mn- 
* imaginative similarity of results 
of the annual NFCUS conferences 
in the last seven ycors." A motion 
was then passed urging NFCUS to 
undertake a campaign for student 
rights and responsible autonomous 
student government. 

Investigate Relation 
The Conference also resolved to 
investigate the relation between 
the newspaper, the student council 
and the university administration 
at each college. 

It was felt that a policy state- 
ment by the CUP favouring com- 
plete Independence of university 
papers might be in order when the 
information Is complete. A motion 
was passed to the effect that news 
value ought to be the primary con- 
sideration in the printing of news, 
rather than the possible effects of 
fiuch publication on the reputation 
of the university. 

The Conference broke up after a 
banquet in the Chateau Laurier, 
donated by the three Ottawa news- 
papers, at which the trophies were 
presented.

Foculty Of Arts And Science 
Change Of Course —

face, Voice and Gesture 



Face, voice, and gesture arc the 
component members of verbal 
human communication. Communi- 
cation, In the main, would not be 
possible without voice, while we 
could get along very nicely with- 
out some of the faces I have seen 
lately. Thus we realize that voice 
is the most Important element of 
the three mentioned above. How- 
ever, wo must not overlook the 
significance of face and gesture. 
This truth is amply demonstrated 
by the manner in which ' drum 
majorettes manage to convey, their 
messages without uttering a single 
1^ sound. 

Functions of Communication 
Because of our wish to study 
1^ these three functions of communi- 
cation together, we must need cast 
about for a person who exploits 
them all to their fullest poten- 
tialities. After casting about for a 
few moments, wo pull in our line 
and find not a worm but a poli- 
tician whom we may expect to ful- 
fill adequately our requirements 
for a demonstration specimen. (A 
politician is a good choice for our 
purposes, since what he has to say j 
is so often meaningless that we are

able to devote our whole selves to 
the analysis of his use of face, 
voice, and gesture.) If he is a good 
politician, he will deal In his 
speeches with an Issue and will 
utilize his face, voice, and gestures 
to convince us that he is the man 
best qualified to deal with this is- 
sue. As he emotes, we notice how 
^ smoothly are coordinated the facile 
contortions of his face; the work- 
ings of his well modulated voice 
I which travels from full-top cres- 
cendoes to muted purrlngs; and his 
gestures, carefully calculated to In- 
still his audience with a feeling of 
trust and respect for himself. 
Face, voice, and gesture are 
the three function of human 
expression which complement 
the literal content of what is 
being communicated by Kpecch. 
In many cases, where the 
expression is solely one of 
emotion, one or more of these 
faculties may suffice to make 
clear the desired communica- 
tion with simple, though silent, 
elo<iuence. Who can doubt the 
meaning of a welcoming smile, 
a fist raised In anger, or the 
• cheerful' gui-gling "croon of an 



infant? The impatient flick of 
the head, the wheedling tone of 
voice, and the mask of pain 
are familiar to every one. 

Faculties Developed 

There must be many situations 
in this world where face, voice, 
and gesture are the only methods 
of communication understood by 
all participants in a parley. These 
three faculties must have been 
developed to a high degree after 
those strange events which occur- 
red at the Tower of Babel. They 
also figure prominently in the case 
of an explorer penetrating new 
territory where there is no diplo- 
matic corps to smooth the relations 
between explorer and belligerent 
aborigines. The explorer quickly 
realizes from the angry gestures 
and ominous grunts of the savages 
that he is going to have to do some 
fast talking. The only drawback to 
this plan is that he cannot speak 
the native language, so he strives 
to establish dordial relations by 
smiling and, perhaps, by speaking 
in a tone of voice which could be 
construed as friendly. After dodgin

the ensuing hail of arrows, spears, 
and stones hurled by the still un- 
convinced natives, the explorer de- 
cides to try gestures.

Face, voice, and gesture are 
most important in gauging the 
opinions, emotions, reactions, 
and preferences of à person 
with whom one is conversing. 
Il is virtually impossible, in 
this world of sophistication 
and distorted values, to know 
precisely what is being said 
merely by absorbing the libe- 
ral sense of the spoken word. 
In many cases It would be 
extremely difficult to conduct 
a conversation with a casual 
Jicquaintance without the aids 
provided by face, voice, and 
gesture. A pursing of the lips 
in disapproval, a stifled yawn 
of disinterest, a shuffling of 
the feel in rcstlessnesSt or a 
certain edge to the voice may 
indicate that a change of sub- 
ject is highly' expedient. For 
the same reasons, a business 
tycoon usually prefers hot to

CLARKSON DROPS CÀGERS 74- 58 



On the strength of a phenomenal 
first quarter, Clarkson College 
trounced the McGill Redmsn to the 
tune of 74-68 in a basketball game 
played in the Currio gymnasium 
Saturday night The half time 
score was 43-31. 

It took Clarkson only 10 seconds 
to score its first field goal, and 
from then on until nearly the end 
of the first quarter, they poured 
the ball through the Rednien'hoop 
almost at will. At one point In the 
quarter the score read Clarkson: 
26, McGill: 1. IMcrcc and Olmsted 
led this scintallating attack, and 
between them notched all but four 
of their team's field goals in the 
first half. They were greatly 
aided by a loose man-to-man de- 
fense and a magnetic backboard 
which seemed to direct all their 
shots into the basket. In that dis- 
astrous first quarter it appeared 
as though Clarkson could do no 
wrong while McGill simply could 
not untrack itself. The Rcdmen 
shooting was considerably off the 
target. Even a steady shooter like 
Mel Mikalchki had trouble potting 
the ball, while Lou Gordon and 
Ozzie Zommers proved quite in- 
effective. 

It was not until eight minutes 
of the first period had gone by that 
things began to look brighter. The 
McGill defense switched from man- 
to-man into a zone, and this proved 
to bo a <Iouble advantage. Until 
that time the team's top two re- 
bounders, Zommers and Leon Dup- 
lessis, had not been pulling their 
weight in rebounds on either back- 
board. Now, however, playing the 
deep men on the zone set up, they 
had almost complete control of 
their defensive backboard; and, 
fighting harder, they managed to 
lb their shuro of offensive re- ' 



bounds. What proved to be even a 
greater advantage of this set up 
was the fast breaking possibility 
which it provided. With Zommers 
and the "Dupe" pulling rebounds, 
and Joanny Thompson, Mikalchki, 
and Gordon scampering down the 
floor, McGill soon pulled to within 
ten points of the visitors. But ut 
this point, the Gold and Blue bore 
down, and managed to hold a 
twelve point lead at the half. Mika- 
lachki's sets were beginning to 
click, however, and Duplessis, who 
up to then couldn't even get his 
hands on the ball inside the bucket, 
began connecting with h i s hook 
specialty. And so it looked as 
though the Redmen might yet pull 
the game out of the lire in the 
second half. 

As the half started it looked as 
if an upset might be in the making 
when McGill wittled down the in- 
vaders' lead to eight points. But 
after that, and until well into the 
fourth quarter, the teams matched 
each other basket for basket; and 
only in the lust few minutes of 
the game did Clarkson lengthen its 
lead with three quick field goals 
and two foul shots. 

All in all it was rather an un- 
spectacular game. Clarkson did not 
show as much as was expected of 
it, and if not for that first quarter, 
would probably have had a Tight on 
its hands to win the game. Olm- 
sted and Pierce were by far the 
best for the Americans. Olmsted 
was top scorer of the game with 
24 points. Ho was closely followed 
by Pierce with 23;; and the Rod- 
)nen captain, Mikalchki who had 
22. 

On the strength of their second 
half showing McGill outrcboundcd 
Clarkson 48-42. Top man for Mc- 
Gill in tTiis department was bucTtet- 



man Duplessis, snaring a very good 
22. He also chipped in with ten 
points. Lou Gordon, good for ten 
points, too, played his usual fight 
ing game,- but was rather off on 
his set shooting. 

Timy Lake, a first string senior 
last year, saw action for the first 
time this year, and pcrfoniied cre- 
ditably while on the floor. Once he 
gets into better shape he should 
prove to be a valuable asset to the 
team. 

Everybody on the Redmen team 
was in the game, with Roy Ama- 
ron, and "Finny" Hefeman show- 
ing, to good advantage. Tomorrow 
McGill meets Y.M.H.A. at Mont St 
Louis in the Dodds Trophy tourna- 
ment.

The house 
would sponsor cultural and recrea- 
tional programmes designed to en- 
lighten the average college student 
on the customs of different coun- 
tries — dance festivals, musical 
and dramatic presentations, dis- 
cussions, would all bo included. 
World Community 
Tho house would be a miniature 
world community, would inspire 
friendships, cncouraBe communica- 
tion between foreign students and 
Canadians. McGlll, which is known 
as a cosmopolitan university, needs 
an International House. 

Strangely enough, tho Senate 
has ratified the plan, and in theory 
wc can begin building tomorrow. 
But there is no money. Every year, 
the Plying Carpet, an International 
Show, la presented to raise funds, 
but though the evening is extreme- 
ly enjoyable for all concerned the 
profits are very slight. Someone 
will have to adopt the idea of In- 
ternational House if wo are ever 
to have one.
